It has been opened and 
the ensilage found to be in perfect 
I condition. Only about 8 inches on 
i the top was spoiled. This amounted 
to about 3-4 tons and would be leas 
than 2 per cent of a 40 ton silo. Such 
a silo costs about $40.00 and requires 
about $10.00 per year to reline it in 
paper. The portable idea has been 
used in the west for a number of 
years and should prove popular in 
West Tennessee. 

Another project is the storage and 
curing of sweet potatoes in an elec¬ 
trically heated and humified house. 
Last season the TV A, the University 
of Tennessee Agricultural Experi¬ 
ment Station and the Junior College 
cooperated in this project which turn¬ 
ed out very successfully. This season 
the project will be carried on in a 
more detailed and complete manner. 
The department of Agriculture will 
supervise the project, seeing to the 
collection of 2300 bushels of potatoes, 
keeping the records and checking all 
data. The Agricultural Engineering 
department will supervise the care of 
electrical heating units, relays and 
graphic instruments, and will build 
and operate electric hotbeds for the 
sprouting of slips from samples of 
the cured potatoes. 

The iPhyaics department is work¬ 
ing on an electrical method of de¬ 
termining the moisture content of 
the cured potatoes. This will aid 
greatly in curing to the exact mois- 1 
ture content for best keeping quality. 
An additional article will appear lat- , 
er in regard to this ingenious device 
worked out by Dr. Bryant.
